ApDRIAN, Mich., Oct. 8. —-It is bardly possible 
yet to aopreciate fully the extent of the appall- 
ing calamity which bes fallen on this city and 
county. The shadow of suffering and desta 
resting ou so many homes involves the whole 
community, and nothwk is talked of but the 
calamity and ite victims. The scene in the fair- 
grounds yesterday afternoon, when the grand 
stand went crashing to the ground with its 
burden of men, women and children, was one 
never to ve forgotten. Every beat stood still 
fur a moment, anu then scores of men rushed 
to release those lying under the heavy roof and 
timbers. Nothing that could be donv to relieve 
the wants of the suffering was left undone. 
The wounded were carried - away, and medical 
attendance secured as quickly as possible. The 
phy sie. of the city, and those present from 
, labored like giants.

hospital in a general engagement, many of the 
minor wounded flocking thicher for attention. 
THE CITY is IN MOURNING 
to-day: crape and other insigoia of sorrow are 
displayed from offices, public buildings, and 
every business-house. This mornmg nearly all 
the stores were closed, out of respect to the 
memory of those who perished in the disaster.

FEARFUL SLAUGHTER OF WOMEN AND CHIL- 
DREK IN NEW MEXICO.

Santa Fr, Sept. N.— E. B Larned, who is the 
ooly survivor of a party of four who were at- 
tacked by the Indians near Hillsboro, has given 
i history of the affair as below related: 

On Thursday the Tith inst., Victoria with fully 
100 of bis Indians passed up the Animas, raided 
trough the placers, and captured eight bead 
of stock. At this place Dr. Carroll's arm 
was shot to pieces, one child shot through 
both and oue killed. Circling 
aroved Hillsboro, they then took the main 
road to Silver City. After they left the placers 
miners came into Hillsboro with the news and 
in a very few minutes a party of strteen were 
organized and in pursuit. At Trohead's ranch, 
tour miles from Tacon, three borses had been 
' Killed and the remainder taken, and a Mexican 

ebot in the leg. At the next ranch ei¢cht Mexi- 


cans Were found dead, the women horribly out- | 


paged and mutilated, little babies cut to pieces 
with lances, and ranch stock gone. At this 
place the indians were only twenty minutes 
ahead of the pursuing party, who rode at full 
Seed to save McEver’s family, three miles 
@istant. A swift ride of twelve miles bad jaded 
the horses 80 that four of the party were some 

of a mile behind the advance when Me- 

clenewa was reached. Hardiy had 
they entered before a murderous fire 
was poured on them from the hills on all 
sides. The country here is very rocky and 
mountainous. Here the citizens stood, bravely 
standing off their enemies, who outnumbered 
them nearly.cight to one.

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The most oppressive and most sweeping 
form of confiscation known or tolerated in 
the United States is that practiced by self- 
constituted Boards of Directors of railroad 
companies, who, representing little substan- 
tial property of their own, issue from time 
to time their orders to plunder the country 
for their personal profit. In Taz Tarmunz 
of yesterday was published the following: 

‘New Youn, Oct. 2.—The Joint Executive 
Railroad Committee have voted an advance in 
east-bound rates to a basis of 35 cents ver 100 
pounds op grain, 40 cents for fourth-class, and 
50 cents for live bogs from Onicago to New 
York, to take effect Oct. 13.“ 

In July last the railroads were cutting 
under each other, taking grain at less than 
their established rate of 20 cents per 100 
pounds. It cost no more to haul and deliver 
grain from Chicaga to New York in July 
than it will cost to do so m October. The 
rate was increased during August to 25 cents, 
and in September from 25 cents to 30 cents 
per hundred; itis now to be raised to 35 
cents, and, a few weeks later, to 40 cents, 
with a possibility of a winter rate of 45 or 50 
cents per hundred. 

Who are the persons who have issued this 
and the previous orders increasing rates for 
the same service? They are the Executive 
Committee representing the Directors of the 
combination of railways running between

POLITICAL CRIMES OF VIOLENCE. 


Ex-Gov. Pau, though on some things a 


clear-headed man, is not able to perceive the 
difference between crimes that grow out of 
political intolerance and those which are the 
result of avarice, revenge, and the other 
passions common to human nature. This 
assertion is sustained by a réoqnt article in 
Gov. Patmen’s paver, the Springfield Regis- 
ter, in which the acquittal of Guixy on the 
charge of murdering Judge Cms s 
daughter is compared with the disagreement 
of the jury in the Fon case in this 
city. The natural inference from such a 
comparison is that the community should not 
be held responsible in the one case any more 
than the other. Bat the facts in the two 
cases are utterly repugnant to any such infer- 
ence. It is tru@that the guilt of the accused 
was clearly proved in both cases, In the 
FRIeEpBERG case the jury reflected the facts and 
sentiment of the community by unanimously 
agreeing that Fauna was guilty of re- 
ceiving stolen goods, and the ouly reason 


such a verdict was not recorded was because 


the Judge had construed the statute in such 
a spirit as to instroct an acquittal, 
and this instruction led two ot the 
jurors to believe they could not tech- 
nically agree to a verdict of guilty. In the 
Guitx case, the guilt of the accused was 
established under the evidence, the law, and 
the instructions of the Court, but the jury 
immediately agreed upon a verdict of ac- 
quittal. In the Chicago case the community 
condemn the discharge of a guilty man upon 
a mere technicality of doubiful force, but in 


r but only the : 
of-fact statement, properly deprecated, that 
the condoning of crimes of violence for 
political reasons is confined to one section of 
the country. Col. Hanus, the editor of the 
Okolona States, was recently in Chicago, and 
delivered a public lecture. has said more 
offensive things about the people 
and the Republican party than a score of 
stalwart newspapers have printed about the 
Southern ꝓeople and the Bourbon party. 
Had some violent, radieal Republican shot 
Col. Hanpzr in Chicago, and killed his son 
and daughter in order to reach him, and had 
the assasin been promptly acquitted after a 
trial in which his guilt had been proved, we 
would tuen have had a parallel for the Cuis- 
OLM case, and there would have been good 
reason for holding this community responsi- 
ble, It needs some such occurrence as this, 
however, to justify Southern sentiment as 
being at least no worse than Northern senti- 
ment. But so long as such cases are of 
frequent occurrence in the South and never 
happen in the North, the charge of political 
and sectional crime that defies both human 
and divine laws lies at thé door of the South. 
How it could help matters for the Repub- 
lican press at the North to suppress all com- 
ment upon such crimes, or to conceal the 
real purpose and responsibility thereof 
(which is the purport of Gov. Pins sug- 
gestion), we fail to understand. There is 
only one way in which the ‘* partisan ” char- 
acter of such comments can be effaced, and 
that is for the Democratic preas of the North 
to join with the Republican press of the 
North in active, persistent condemnation of 
political crimes of violence at the South. 
The depunciation of the political crimes 
peculiar to the South ig necessarily parti- 
san ; 80 long as the Democratic new 
refrain, through cowardice or indifference, 
from joining in such denunciation. This is 
a caso Where the word “partisan” becomes

bution of coin, At first the Secretary of the 
Treasury decided to order exchange of coin 
for greenbacks that might be presented at 
any of the Sub-Treasuries, but it was subse- 
quently held that this would be a violation 
of the terms of the Resumption act. It 
was then determined to reach Me same end 
by less direct’ but equally effective means, 
and the Secretary of the Treasury ordered 
that coin disbursements be made by the 
various Sub-Treasurers and United States de- 
positaries in payment of salaries, pensions, 
supplies, and other claims upon the Govern- 
ment. This order makes every important 
city in the country a centre for the distribu- 
tion of coin, and it will not be mauy months 


ally consist of gold, silver, and United States 
and National-bank notes, as it does now in 
theory. 

The first result from this distribution of 
coin will be to increase the coin reserves in 
all the National, private, and savings banks, 
bevause they have the collection of claims 
that will enable them to take the coin in 
large amounts. There will be nothing like 
depletion of the stock in the Treasury, be- 
cause the production of gold and silver at 
home and the influx of gold from abroad will 
fill up the Treasury more rapidly. than,the 
demand for withdrawal will drain the stock 
on hand. The increase of the coin re- 
serves in the banks will be beneficial to 
tha country in two ways, viz.: (1) It will 
strengthen all the banking institutions, and 
increase the public confidence in their sta- 
bility; and (2) it will release greenbacks for 
general circulation to the extent that coin is 
piled up in the bank-vaulte. When the 
banks shall have thus been supplied with all 
the coin which they require for prudent re- 
serves, there will be an overflow into g neral 
circulation, and gold will become, along with 
greenbacks, bank-notes, and silver, the cur- 
rency of local trade everywhere. There will 
be no disposition to run after it, no inclina- 
tion to hoard it, no hesitation about paying 
it out, because it will be worth no more than 
the other currency of the country. When 
this point shall have been reached, a con- 
tinuous supply of gold will result in the 
further accumulation thereof in the Na- 
tional vaults as the safest desposito- 
ry, and this tendency in turn will 
further increase the monetary strength and 
the credit of the Nation. We shall then 
have attained the financial condition of 
France, which is conceded to be the most 
solid and at the same time the most popular 
of all existing monetary systems The prog-

Citizens and Courts of thé Solid South Combine 


Against the Execution of the National 
Revenue Laws. 
ä 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

Wasnmorox, D. C., ‘Oct. 1, 1879.—Tables 
have been prepared at the Internal Revenue 
Office showing the amourts of incerval revenue 
collections for the last fistal year in the several 
States of the Union, and ‘the cost of collecting 
these amounts. An examination of these tables 
shows that the percetitage of the cost of col- 
lection uf the revenue in many Southern States 
is greaviy disproportioned to the amount of 
revenue collected, as compared with the princi- 
pal revenue-yielding Northern States. The fol- 
lowing States, for instance, show this enormous 
disparity: '

THE REASON OF THIS DISPARITY 
ia not bard to find. In many of the Southern 
States there is an orgduiged opposition to the 
collection of the internal revenue tax. The 
revenue Officers constantly encounter great diffi- 
culties im the enforcement of these laws in the 
States of West Virginia, Virginia, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, and ip some portions of Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, and Texas. The illicit manu- 
lacture of spirits has been carried on in these 
States for many years. The invernal revenue 
authorities are of the opinion that the anuual 
loss tothe Government from this source has 
been very nearly, if not quite, equal to the an- 
vual appropriation for the collection of the iuter- 
nal revenue tax throughout the whole country. 
Commissioner Raum, on repeated oecasions, bas 
given that as his opinion. In those sections it 
is known there are some 5.000 copper sti lis. 
many of which are doubtiess sometimes law- 
fully used in the production of peach brandy 
and “apple-jack,” but, undoubtedly, for a 
greater portion of the time, they are used in 
ilictt distillation of spirue. Some portion of 
the spirits thus prodaced is consume’ in the 
immediate neiwhboriood, but a large portion is 
sold as an article of commerce. ‘The meu who 
carry on this trade gre leagued together for 
matual deiense against the officers of the law. 
It bas been learued that signals are given from 
mountaio-tops, and signs made by the blazing 
of trees, and by the various devices known to 
woodcraft, to notify these depredators of the 
approach of the revenue officers, or of any 
movement tending to interfere with their illicit 
traffic. So far has this resistance to the en- 
furcement of. the laws in some portions of the 
South gone, that the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, construing the law to authorize him 
to arm his force as best he, can to protect the 
service, has created a little army, thoroughly 
armed, drilled, and —— for the suppression 
yf this nefarious t C. 
It bas been discovered, indeed, that in some 


portions of the, South

business, or have given these crooked distilicre 
their active encouragement and symopathbv. 
State officers, Ju on the bench, indeed, 
have sided with the illicit distillers, and have 
given judicial authority to the use of the State 
processes to oObstruct.in every ible way, 
the efforte of the officers of the Uni States 
to execute the laws of the Nation. United 
State's officers have been shot down in cold 
biood’ sometimes from ambusb. Last vear the 
number of revenue officers Killed and wounded 
in the execution of the Federal Election Jaws ia 
the South was eighteen. This opposition to the 
laws is directly attributed by the revenue au- 
thorities to a latent feeling of hostility to the 
Goverumeut and jaws of the United States on 
the part of a portion of the people of 
the seceded Siates, who stillt look 
upon the United States Government 
as an alien .enimy,. and who regard 
its officers as emussaries from a toreign coun- 
try, quartered upon them for the purpose of ex- 
acting unjust tribute.

MILTON’S DIVORCE. 

Mr.. Edward Scott writes to the London 
Atheneum: “Among the correspondence and 
papers of Sir Edward Nicholas, Secretary of 
State to Charles I. and Charles IL, which I bad 
the pleasure of cataloging for Mesars. Puttick 
& Simpson last winter, | came across a letter of 
apparently little importance or interest at first 
sight, but which I incline to believe may throw 
a perfectiv new and very strong light on an oc- 
e rence in Milton’s life which, from bis time to 
tne present, has vever been satisfactorily ex- 
plained. I allude to the true cause of bis di- 
vorce from his first wife, Mary Powell, 
daughter of Richard Powell, of Forest 
hill, near Oxford. Before I give, ho- 
ever, a copy of the letter, 
mention a few facts about the pub- 
lic events at the time of this marriage, in order to 
explain my surmisesin relation toit. In Novem- 
ber, 1642, occurred the capture of Brentford by 
Charles I., and his retreat soon after to Oxford, 
where be spent the year 1643. During the 
spring of 1643 Mi'ton left Londoa, went to For- 
est Hii, and married Mary Powell, the daughter 
of an ardent Rosalist. in the second volume of 
Prof. Masson’s admirable ‘Life of Milton’ iss 
very full account of this wedding, and he points 
out bow strange it was that the poet, ‘the anti- 
Episcopal pam pbleteer, and altogether one of the 
most marked of extreme Parliameutarians 
out of Parliament.’ should venture so near the 
Royalist headquarters. It was a mystery, but 
not so great amysterv as the cause of his sudden 
divorce uf bis Rovalist wife within three months 
alter their marriage. The real motive 
for this has never been guessed, and Prof. Mas- 
son points out in bis toird volume that Miltou's 
nepuew Phillips must de wrong in 
the story he gives us of ft, that the poet 
sent back for his bride after Michaelmas, 
1648, because he knew for a certainty 
that the tract on ‘ Divorce’ was out on the ist of 
August, 1648, and after its publication it is im- 
possible to believe that he could have made any 
overtures whatever for her return. More than 
that, ber mother distinctly affirmed, only a few 
years later, that her husband ‘turned away bis 
wife heretofore for a lune space upon some 
other occasion.“ What was the occasion that 
led to sue extraordinary conduct on the part of 
a bridegroom of two months’ standing? I de- 
lieve it to have been the fact that the Pullis 
tines plowed with his heifer,’ in other words, 
that the Rovalists at Oxiord gained information 
of the movements of their enemies torough the 
brothers of Marvy Powell, then students at 
Christ Courch, and that the brothers gaised in- 
formation from their sister Mary, and that their 
sister Mary betrayed ber busband’s honor and 
forteited ber busband’s love by using ber newly 
won position to retail to ber family all she heard 
and saw around her in ber Puritan household. 
I now proceed to gives copy of this letter ag 1 
found it:

It is an interesting document, aud 
shows conclusively the economic benefits re- 
suiting from the wise and prudent management 
of the present Republican County Government, 
For the year end ug Aug. 31, 1879, the appropri- 
ation was $150,000, and $60,000 of this amount 
has been saved by judicious economy.

SERGEANT S. PRENTISS. 

Before the blight of Repudiation fell on Mis- 
sissippi, she produced many remark able men. 
Chief among them in some respects was Sergeant 

S. Prevtiss. He bad the admiration and the ai- 
leetious of the people in an unusual degree. His 
abilities as a lawyer and a public-speaker and 
bis great good-humor made him fora time the 
most conspicuous man in the State. His services 
to the Whig party and his brave stand against 
the debt-sbirkers gained him friends at 
the North. Wherever he went, he was be- 
sieged by campaign-committees and urged to 
speak. At 28he was a member of Congress. 
At 20, when he had finished a brilliant speech 
in Faneuil Hall, Edward Everett turned to 
Daniel Webster, and asked, 
hear anything like it?’’ Never,“ said Webster, 
*“‘except from Mr. Prentiss himself.“ Even his 
personal habits, which were none of the best, in- 
creased bis popularity at home. His reckles- 
ness was the one quality that he had in common 
with many of the persons about him. Thev 
liked him for it. It brought him down to their 
level. Defiance of the opinions of sober men 
and pure women and of the laws of health 
was then in Mississippi esteemed a species of 
courage. And this kind of courage, as well 
as the nobler sort, Prentiss had in a high degree. 
He was a gambler, a hard driaker, and a liber- 
tine; and, though be partially reformed after 
his marriage, it is probabie that bis life vas cut 
short by bis excesses: He died at the age of 41 
years. , 

Prentiss was born in Maine, and graduated at 
Bowdoin College. He went as an adventurer to 
Mississippi immediately on his graduation. After 
teaching school for a short timein the vicinity 
of Natchez, he settled there as a lawyer. Then 
he removed to Vicksburg. His practice at the 
Vicksburg was at that time 
passing through a period of mushroom growth. 
The financial policy of Gen. Jackson’s Adminis- 
tration had expanuced values. The shadow of 
the panie of 1837 was mot seen. There was a 
rush of immigration on the bottom lands. The 
credit of the State was still good. Business was 


detter than ever before, and probably better 


than it will ever be again, unless the stain on 
the honor of the State is wiped out. The Courts 
were crowded with cases. Prentiss obtained a 
full share of the practice. He made fortunate 
investments, and for a numberof years was 
thought to bea wealthy man. At this time ke 
went into politics, not deliberately or 
with any view to making  himeelf 
„prominent,“ but because his services as a 
speaker were in request. Being a ‘ carpet-bag- 
ger ” from Maine, at a time when “ carpet-bag- 
gers were welcome in Mississippi, he was nat- 
urally a Whig. Gen. Jackson was, in his 
opinion, the embodiment of all that was perni- 
cious in American politics. Martin Van Buren 
was “ tne little cockleboat that has risen, cork- 
Uke, above the waves and floated safely into 
Democratic favor. while the stately and gallant 
vessels that braved the storm have been wholly 
wrecked. At his first appearance on the stump 
Prentiss was a fascinating speaker. His re- 
sources were great, and he could arways com- 
mand them. The secret of his wonderful power 
was his readiness. He seemed never at a loss 
for au epigram oraretort.. Indeed, his im- 
vrompta efforts were the best. His prepared 
speeches were too apt to be overloaded with or- 
nament. All the cireamstances were favorable 
to s florid style. His imagination overflowed 
with images. He could not sometimes resist 
the temptation to catch the apolause of nis 
hearers. But he knew that much metaphor was 
objectionabie, and excused it on the ground 
that illustration was more effective than argu- 
ment with a popular audience. When 
be addressed Northern people be 
was more direct and plain- spoken, 
than in the South. His style improved with 
age. His first speech in Congress was padded 
With classical allusions and poetical quota tions. 
His Faneuil-Hall speech, a year afterwards, was 
better suited to the grave character and the in- 
telligence of his audience. His arguments de- 
fore the Supreme Court, in spite of his youth- 
ful fire and highly-wrought fancy, were so bap- 
pily fortified by deep reading as to attract the 
notice ot Chief-Justice Marshal, and call torth

least might be saſe.“ These are but afew inv- 
stances out of many of Mr. Prentiss’ wonderful 
power of condensing a whole argument into a 
simile or an epithet. His biographer sars that 
he had essentially a poetical nature. Figures 
rose spontaneously into words and thoughts 
crowded upon him. He was impatient of ap- 
plause. Long before the cheering had sub- 
sided he would be launched again on the full 
stream of his discourse. Bailie Peyton tells the 


| following story to illustrate bis readiness at an 


impromptu epeech, in which he surpassed,” 
says the relator, all men of my acquaintance, 
and, I am imclined to believe, never had a 
superior.“ 

In the autumn of 1841 he joined a hunting-par- 
ty, with which. he spent a week or two under a 
tent in the forests of the Sunflower, a emall river 
tributary to tne Mississippi, in the vicinity of 
Vicksburg. ‘Towering above the tent stood one of 
those remarkable elevations, evidently the work of 
art, which abound in the Mississippi Valley. and 
are commonly called Indian mounds. One cay Mr. 
Prentiss, with the aid of the Vines and overhanging 
boughs, made his way tothe top of the mound, when 
his friends, who were collected around the tent, 
discovering him, united in the call for a speech 
a epcech from Prentiss. **Upon what snuoject?” 
Upon the subject on which you now stand.” 
He at once set off in a playful sally for the 
amusement of himself and friends, but, warming in 
the subject as he proceeded, his creative imagina - 
tion now peopled the forest with that lost —— 
that mysterious race, who, ages past, inhabite 
the country before the birth of the aboriginal trees 
that abound upon these buge piles and bespeak, 
their previous existence. He introduced every 
variety of character, fairies, Princes, courtiers, 
warriors: marshaled armies, and fougtit battles, 
going on thus for more than an hour, in a vein of 
bhilosophical reflection and poetical invention, 
which imparted a thrilling, almost a reai, interest 
to the imaginary scene. The gentleman from 
whom I had this incident was a man of cultivated 
tastes, had often heard Mr. Prenties at the Bar and 
on the hustings, and considered this as one of his 
happiest efforts. 

Prentiss’ actual public life was comprised in 
one term in the State Legislature and one term 
in Congress. He was not fond of practical 
politics. Many of the concessions and devices for 
vote-catching that were suggested to him were 
not to his taste. With the shrinkage of values 
caused by the panic of 1837 his fortune 
melted away. He could 90 longer afford 
to be a Congressman. The temptations 
of Washington society were too strong for him. 
His own good sense taught bim that the only 
safety for bim Jay ig flight. He was never at- 
tached to politics, and he returned to the pra>- 
tice of his profession with a resolute intention 
never to be drawn into the political field again. 
He was afterwards prevailea upon to be a can- 
didate for the United States Senate; but his 
defeat caused him no sorrow on his own ac- 
count. Thereafter he exercised only that in- 
fluence in political matters which belonged to 
him as a public-spirited citizen and a speaker 
much in demand. 

In this capacity he came before the voters of 
Mississippi to argue one of the greatest ques 
tions ever considered: by a free people. It was 
the question of honest payment of a pub- 
lic debt or repudiation. Prentiss’ deepest 
feclings were enlisted in this contest. 
He advocated the cause of the bondholders in 
all parte of the State. Immense audiences 
greeted him. He implored them to maintain 
the public credit, and to respect the promises 
made on their behalf by their representatives. 
His playful manner was put aside, He felt, and 
all honorable men in Mississippi felt, the need of 
hard knocks. He heaped ridicule, scorn, and in- 
yective upon the leaders of the repudiation 
movement. He dwelt with righteous indigna- 
tion on the misuse made of Jefferson's doctrine, 
that one generation eannot be bound by the acts 
of another. He said: 

Admitting the principle, how are you going to ap- 
ply it? Who can mark where one generation begins 
and another generation ends? The stream of time 
has a continuous, everlasting flow: you cannot sep- 
arate its particles, and say this much belongs to 
your generation and this to mine. The life of 
society is one end immortal; it cannot thas 
be broken into disconnected fragments. Be- 
sides, how dare we claim and enjoy 
the innumerable benefits derived from our ances- 
tore, if we repudiate the obligations they im 
upon us? Our liberty, our constitution, our laws, 
our social institutions, our very a ‘ 
our public bull all won for us by the toil, 
sacrifices, or bi of our fathers, how can we have 
the face to appropriate these vast ts and not 
to take the umbrances which they bring with 
them? 

Then, we. may imagine, be enlarged upon the 
foolishness of the Jeffersonian phrase that the 
earth belongs in usufruct to the living, and the 
dead have neither powers nor rights over it.” 
How keenly must Prentiss have pointed the ap- 
plication that the debts of the living are owing 
to the living, not to the dead, Jefferson’s doc- 
tripe was put forward only as a suggestion, in 
the stormy year of 1789, when he was in 
Paris, and sought a reason for overturning 
vested richts. It was never intenaed 
as an excuse for repudiating, debts, Jef- 
ferson .bimeelf probably did not subscribe 
to it, in any of its aspects, in maturer life. 
But it did much mischief, forty years ago, in 
Mississippi, where Jefferson’s authority was 
as if a man had inquired at the oracle of God.” 
Prentiss never fully forgave its author. He 
was wont to say that Mr. Jefferson, notwith- 
standing bis great services, had done more than

Prentiss was so deeply concerned in the can- 
vass in behalf of the public credit that he ad- 
vised making it “a social and business con- 
test,” as well as a poli one. He led the 
way in this warfare. His er tongue made 


When au old man interrupted him 
in the miist of one of speeches on this 
subject, with the objection that the Whigs 
were equalit to blame with the Democrats, 
Prentiss instantly replied:

These were prophetic words. Their truth is 
nowhere more fully realized than in Mississippi 
to-dey. Prentiss did not, until the last mo- 


| meot, doubt that the pedple of Mississippi 


would recover their senses, and order the Re- 
puciators to the rear. He was himself convinced 
of it, because his own speeches were cvery where 
received with enthusiasm.’ The result showed 
bow little mere oratory can accomplish against 
a settled purpose of dishonesty in a great peo- 
ple. But Prentiss, at least, proved the sincerity 
of bis convictions. When Repadiation became 
an unalterable fact, he removed his residence to 
New Orlenns, and began the practice of law 
anew in iat city. 

The last years of Prentiss were filled with 
hard work. His health broke down, and he 
died, as bas been above noted, at the early age 
of 41. His mind never failed him. As an ad- 
vocate in court, he remained to the end almost 
irresistibie. His fame as a lawyer was vot 
national, partly because oratory fer its own sake 
is regarded with suspicion in the legal pro- 
fession, and partly because he was retained 
often in criminal cuges, where great Jearning or 
profound knowledge of the law was not re- 
quired. But, towards the end of his life, he 
was a hard student, devoting himself especially 
to the civil law. He was a quick reader, and 
had a capacious memory. A glance sufficed to 
reveal to him the contents of a page, and what 
he saw he remembered. After his marriage his 
habits were comparatively regular. If he bad 
lived, he might have been numbered among the 
great lawyers whose names are honored by the 
Bar of the whole country. 

The memory of Prentiss is still cherished in 
Mississippi. Travelers in that State hear his 
name spoken with the mingled veneration and 
affection which mention of Daniel Webster calls 
out in Massachusetts or of Henry Clay in Ken- 
tucky. Mississippians have a personal and local 
pride in the fame of Prentiss. He is thought to 
be a product of their State,—a specimen of the 
manhood cultivated there. How mistaken, or 
partially wrong, this opinion is those who have 
followed the career of the man can judge. 
Educated in Maine and dying m Louisiana, 
Prentiss was only a sojourner in Mississippi. 
His stay there was not as profitable to him as 
residence in another State would bave deen. 
He was continually fighting against temptations 
which he would not have encountered in such 
strength if he had staid in Maine. 
It sbould also be remembered to bis honor that 
no part of his life in Mississippi became him so 
well as the manner and the cause of nis leaving 
it. The affection of the peopie of the State for 
bim, under these circumstances, is all the more 
remarkable. It cannot be shaken off. Residents 
of Vicksburg still point out the island where 
Prentiss fought his duel with Foote, and tell of 
the famous witticism that be uttered on his way 
to the fighting-ground. Foote was notoriously 
a bad shot, but desperately fond Of fighting. 
Prentiss, knowing this, had acceoted a challenge 
with no intention of hitting . Foote.. As the 
principals and their friends in boats approached 
the island, Prentiss spied a small boy climbing 
a trée to get à good view of the field of honor. 
“ Look out, bub,“ cried the lisping orator, “‘ the 
Governor thometime thoots very wild.” 

The “Memoir of 8. S. Prentiss,“ prepared by 
his brother, Dr. Prentiss, of New York, was 
originally printed in 1855. The political excite- 
ments of the time and the breaking out of the 
War stopped the sale of it. A new edition has 
now been issued. Though it contains many 


private letters whieh are tiresume and useless to 


the general reader, and, though the contribu- 
tions of friends bave been stuck in the book ipa 
baphazard way, it is worth having and reading.

THE LIGHT OF ASIA. 

Mr. Edwin Arnold is the chief editor of the 
London Telegraph, one of the most widely-read 
newspapers in the world. The demands upon 
bim in this connection are very great, so that 
leisure is rare and priceless to bim. Let he has 
found time in the intervals of his labors to com- 
pose a poem,—not fugitive verses merely, but a 
sustained, dignified, and loſty work. It is said 
that Mr. Arnold began this poem less than six 
months ago. If so, the facility ef his execution 
is remarkable. 

To understand the theme and the manner im 
which it was suggested to the author it is neces- 
sarv to explain that he wens in early life to 
India and served there as Principal of the 
Deccan College. He became deeply interested 
in Buddhism and imbued with its spirit. It 
would be rash to say that he is now a Buddhist 
himself; but his published writings at least do 
not contradict the assumption. In the preface 
to The Light of India” he says: 

Four hundred and seventy millions of our race 
live and die in the tenets of Gautama; aud the 
spiritual dominions of this ancient teacher extend, 
at the present time, from Nepaul and Ceylon over 
the whole Eastern Peninsula to China, Japan, 
Thibet, Central Asia. Siberia, and even Swedish 
Lapland. India itself might fairly be included in 
this magnificent empire of, belief, for, though the 
profession of Buddhism for the most part 
passed away from the land of its birth, the mark 
of Gautame’s subiime teaching m siamped in- 
effaceabiy upon modern Brahmaniem, and the 
most characteristic habite and convictions of the 
Hindus are clearly due to the benign influence of 
Buddha's precépts. More than athira of mankind, 
therefore, owe their moral and religious ideas to 
this illustrious Prince, whose personality, though 
imperfectly revealed in the oe sources of in- 
formation, cannot but appear the highest, gentlest, 
holiest, and most beneficent, with one exception, 
in the history of thought. Discordant in frequent 
particulars, and sorely overlaid by corruptions. in- 
ventions, and misconceptions, Buddbistical 
books yet agree in the one point of recording noth - 
ing— no single act or word—which mars the perfect 
purity and tenderness of this Indian teacher, who 
united the truest princely qualities with the intel - 
lect of a sage and the passionate devotion of a 
martyr 


The enthusiasm which dictated these lines in- 
dicates asympathy on the part of the author 
with the main tenets of Buddhism that entitles 
him to speak with autbority on its behalf. This 
suthority has been exercised in “The Light of 
India,” which is “an attempt to depict the life and 
character and indicate the philosophy of that 
noble hero and reformer, Prince Gautama of In-

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lous learning, fasts many days in the wilderness, 
and is tempted of the Devil. Botn are re- 
markabie for their great compassion, for their 
regard of the mystery of life, tor their disdain 
of earthly loves and bonors. Prince Guatama is 
of the two the more human, performing prodi- 
gies of strength and skill as a bowman, a master 
of the sword, and a tamer of wild horses. But 
his philosophy is as purg and noble as the other. 
Lord Buddha Prince Siddartha styled on

THE LIFE AND WORK OF ST. PAUL. 

It is gratifying in these days of skeptical criti- 
cism to meet with such works as Canon F. W. 
Farrar’s Lite of Christ” and bis Lite and 
Work of St. Paul.“ The latter bas just been 
republished by E. P. Dutton & Co., of New 
York, in two large octavo volumes of about 670 
pages each. Canon Farrar is an eminently 
graceful writer, and at the same time his works 
evince critical learning’ and judgment. His 
“Life of Corist”’ was widely read and greatly 
admired when it was published in England and 
America a few years ago, and it will long hold a 
place among the best of the many treatises on 
the same theme. Since the appearance of that 
popular work, he issued a small volume on the 
meaning of the word aionios, in the New 
Testament, and the grounds of his bope that all 
men wilifinaliy attain to the blesseduess of 
Heaven. This discussion wasghought by many 
to injure the reputation of the learned author, 
both for impartiality and critical schoiarsbip. 
The present volumes bring us back to the 
author's candid and thorough method of treat- 
lug Biblical subjects, which was so conspicuous 
in his“ Life of Christ.“ * e 

Conybeare and Howson’s “Life and Epistles 
t. * will still be regarded by Biblical 
scholars as the best presentation of the great 
Apostie’s labors, and the circumstances and 
contents ot his matchless letters. But Canon 
Farrar bas considered many points which bad 
not attracted so much special attention when 
those accomplished authors published their 
volumes almost forty years ago, and which 
could not be so well treated in their revised edi- 
tiou without too wide a departure from the 
plan of the original work. 

The Rabbinical literature bas been of late 
years made muen more accessible than formerly 
to readers of French and German, and Uanun 
Farrar has availed himself of this resource, to 
the great enrichment of bis chapters on the 
early life and education of St. Paul, as well as 
of bis expositions of many passages in the Apos- 
tle's episties. 

We votice some things in these volumes which 
we cannot approve, while in the main we heart- 
ily indprse the author’s conclusions. Like 
many eVangelical writers in Germany and En- 
land, Canon Farrar concedes more than we are 
disposed to allow in regard to the existence of 
minor errors not only as to unimportant facts 
but also as to subordinate matters of religious 
opinion in the writings of the Apostles. 
For example, he expresses the convic- 
tion that Paul in the earlier part of his Christian 
life expected the second coming of Curist per- 
haps before his own decease, but that he after- 
wards concluded that he himself would reach 
Heaven through death, and that the Second Ad- 
vent was considerably more remote than be had 
at rst led his readers to believe. In many 
other portions of his work he seems to admit 
that inspired men in their discourses fell into 
mistakes respeciing the actors in transactions 
to which they refer. This does not accord with 
the view of inspiration that is held by almost all 
evangelical divines in this country. But Canon 
Farrar is far from indulging the rationalizing 
spirit that appears in the writings of many En- 
glish and American authors. He is thoroughly 


devout and spiritual in his expositions of Script- 


ure, and may be trusted in regard to all the 
maip views developed in these volumes. He is 
conservative and yet free in his critical opinions. 
He has no sympathy with those interpreters 
who explain away thedoctrhhe of vicarious atone- 
ment and the resurrection of the body. We are 
glad to observe the frankocss with which this 
author treats difficulties in the exposition of 
es of Scripture which have never yet been 
satisfactorily explained. He is not ashamed to 
acknowledge that he does not know,—when all 
known interpretations seem to bim unsatis- 
factory. Tous he admits that he does not know 
to whom Paul refers when he speaks of the 
man of sin. If a multitude of expositors had 
been as candid it would have been far better for 
the Church. 
It will be foun’ by Biblical scholars a marked 
feature of this work that the agthor carefully 
considers the chief questions that nave been dis- 


eussed in regard to the genuineness aud the 


origin of Paul’s several episties, and that he 
gives a critical analysis and an outline interpre- 
tation of each of them. Those who look for 
rigid] y-theological expositions here will be dis- 
appointed.

MOUNTAIN FLORA. | 
Mr. John Ball, the great Engiish botanist, 


says: Bearing in mind that the more strictly 
any species was originally adapted to the colder 
climate of the higher mounteins, the less it 
wouid, during its subsequent career, have been 
exposed to various physical conditions, 1 should 
expect to find that most of the genera, and per- 
haps a good many species of our present mount- 
ain floras, had come into existence before the 
close of the carboniferous epoch.” 


On this 
the London Time remarks: “If such views be 
correct, then the richest mountain’ floras would 
be found on those mountain masses that have 


remained at least partir elevated above the sea- 


level since a very remote geological age, and 
this is what is, actually found to be the case. 
It holds trpé of the Pyrenees, the Carpa- 

the ntains of the Balkan Penin- 
sula and Greece, and of the Caucasus: while 
the two regions possessing the richest koown 
mountain floras—Spain and Asia Minor—were 
for long periods archipelagos whereon the an- 
cient flora was preserved.

LACE AND LACE-MAKING. 


Mme, Recamler’s Little Game, 
Harper's 


Pazar. | 

There are, perbaps, more touching and curious 
facta connected with the history and manufact- 
ures of lace than with those of anything else in 
the world. Gentlemen who, for some unaccount- 
able reason, are—as a general rule, and always 
excepting the few—slow to see the beauty of 
lace, or to realize the ineffable distance between 
the real and the false, although never slow to 
see the difference in beauty which its neighbor- 
bood creates, often urge the cruelty of weariag 
anything whose making is accompanied by 80 
much pain and discomiort. Yet although it is 
true that certain laces are made partially under- 
ground, that dry air may not make too brittle 
the attenuated thread, that the sight of the 
Ypres and Valenciennes workers is early injured, 
and that there are snowy bioudes on which 
women with a bad Lreath cannot be allowed to 
work for fear of tarnishing them, yet there are 
innumerable other varieties where the work 
done in the open air dy girls and women sitting 
outside their own doors, singing and chatting 
happily, wmle under the worst circumstances 
its making is accompanied bs wone of the pain 
and discomfort which are the copstant rule in 
the hot and deafening thick-aired factories whose 
cloth nobody thinks it a wromt to wear, or in 
stone-works or giass-works whose dust creates 
consumption and death. In fact, the disuse of 
lace would turn many thousands of people out 
of happy and, on the whole, wholesome em ploy- 
ment, which they could not replace in the al- 
ready crowded avenues of trade and manufacture, 
and would leave in consequent starvation and 
worse degradation infinitiy more suffering be- 
hind it than it conlddo away with. 

This is so well uoders that, ever since lace 
has been made in any quantity, Kings and 
Queens and people of wealth genersliy have 
patronized the making, often quite as much to 
help in the employment of the poor as to deco- 
rate and set off their own eminence, and have 
used extraordinary means to revive its manufact- 
ure when it has fallen into decay. In Jutland,

DECAYING RACES. 
Brisbane (Eng.) Courter. 

The native difficulty in New Zealand again 
calle attention to the fast-dwindling Maori peo- 
ple. one of the most remarkable races of say- 
ages with which Eurepeaus have been brought 
in contact. The race will vanisty because there 
ere not enough children born to supply the gaps 
eaused by death. It is a curious fact that this 
tendency to die out, observable in so many sav- 
age races, does not depend upon their capacity 
for civilization, nor even upon their willingness 
to abandon the life of buvters and to cultivate 
the soil. Certain branches of the human race 


have a robust vitality, rendering them capable * 


of withstanding any change in their condition of 
life, and causing them to send up fresh 
sboots, like hardy plants, under the most 
disadvantageous conditions. Of such races 
are the African negroes, who cannot be er- 
terminated, and who are so rapidly increasing in 
all countries to which they have been brought 
as slaves as to threaten in some instances to 
swamp entirely the white and colored popula- 
tion. The Kaffirs, also, when brought under 
British rule io such a colony as Natal, show a 
distinct tendency to increase. Other races lack- 
ing that robust vitality pine away and df. The 
Caribs of the West Ind once nunibering 
many millions, have vauisded, leaving only a 
faint trace here and there of petty communities 
formed by escaped vegro slaves who married 
Carib women. The allied races in Central and 
South America have also dwindled at a rate 
Which cannot be accounted for by any amount 
‘of war and massacre. The sentence of death 
which seems to lie on whole branches 
of the human race appears to issue 
from the action of some un- 
known physical law, and not to de 
avertible by anv improvement in their condition. 
We have a striking illustration of this law under 
our actual observation. Leaving out of: consid- 
eration our own aborigines, it is evident that the 
whole Polynesian race is likely to succumb un- 
der the same mysterious blight that destroyed 
the Caribs, As a people they are remarkably 
ready to accept the lessons of civilization, not 
merely with the parrot-like acquiescence of the 
African negro, but with the intelligent apprecia- 
tion of men who understand what they learn. 
The Maoris illustrate our meaning, but the 
Hawaiians give amore striking instance of it. 
The short history of this interesting little peo- 
ple since Capt. Cook discovered their group of 
ielands diecloses an adaptability never Hefore dis- 
played by any community; no such compiete 
ehange from utter savagedom has ever been made 
in so short a epace of time, and in no otber in- 
stance bas @ race taken the initiative in selt-im- 
provement in so marked a manner. Yet the 
civilized Hawaiians are dying ont as swiftly and 
surely as the more barbarous Maoris. That 
school of sociai philosophers which is so often 
and #0 greatly troubied by the probable future

SIR HENRY BESSEMER’S OBSERVA- 
TORY. 
London World, 

At the present moment Sir Henry Bessemer, 
finding no more development for bis taste for 
landscape-gardening, has built himself a 
conservatory destined to contain an enormous 
telescope, capable of magnifying 5,000 times, a 
worthy rival of the famous tube set up by Lord 
Rosse. The Bessemer telescope, however, will 
not be furnished with a metal speculum, Sir 
Henry having discovered a method of grinding 
glass to the required curvature. Glass has beep 
successfully employed in the telescope in the 
observatory at Paris, and equally good results 
are expected from the giant of Denmark Hill. 
The observatory required to contain an instru- 
mevt of its enormous magnitude is io it- 
self a marvel of constructive skill, and is prob- 
ably the most remarkable edifice of the. kind ip 
the world. Not the dome only, as at Greenwich 
and elsewhere, but the entire upper floor, re- 
volves on a circular railway, by hydraulic power, 
subject to a touch of the floger of the astron- 
omer, who thus enjoys all the advantage of out- 
door observation, combined with the comfort of 
bis own library. Chemistry, mathematics, and 
physics having in turn helped Sir Henry Bes- 
semer to fortune, he has now fallen back upon 
astrovomy as a pastime. His observatory, which 
ie constructed in the most massive mauer in 
order to avoid vibration, is, although approacb- 
able from the house and the long terrace lead- 


ing to the lake, so constructed that it can bea 


entered from the private road, probably with 
the view of presenting or bequeathing it to 
some scientific society.

The most 
striking.of these portraits is one whiea repre- 
sents the King standing, ciothed in black, 
holding a letter. Again, he is seen iu bjs ora- 
tory, on his knees; but the tact will 
intrude, despite all the efforts of the artist to 
disguise it, that the King is studying his nose 
rather than praying to God. It is an unpleasant 
pieture, but admirably painted. An agreeabie 
contrast to this is allorded by the portrait of 
Don Carlos, brother of the King, whose char- 
acteristics announce, more strongly thau those 
of Philippe IV., the pride ef Royal blood, and 
that Castilian haughtiness which rendered him 
so Gear ta Spain. This portrait is represented 
standing, carelessly holding a fluger of his 
glove, and a soft hat,—one of those which are 
only gracefully worn in Spain. Another 
brother of the King, the Cardinal-Infant, 
is painted in hunting costume, Isabelle 
de Bourbon, the first wile of the King; 
his second wife, Mariana d’Austria, whose 
picture is an unpleasatt contrast with the

Answer — The sweellings and abscesses on the 
inside of the legs of your cow, if along the 
course of the lymphatics, as is probably the 
case, are the result of an obstruction to the 
free passage of the lymph, brought about by 


an absorption of deleterious matter, and a sub- 


sequent inflammation of the lymphatie vessels. 
Such abscesses, therefore, are apt to make their 
appearance in animals that have suffered con- 
finement in very dirty and ill-ventilated stahies, 
and in very muddy yards, full of old mauure; 


that have been pastured on boggy or sloughy 


land, or on muddy ground, subject to inunda- 
tion; and finally also in animals that have been 
fed with musty and moldy food, As to 
treatment, three different methods may be 
employed after the causes, if yet acting or 
in force, bave been removed. The first is 
to leave those abscesses alone, and to do noth- 
ing except to remove and to avoid everything— 
dirt especially—that may havea tendency,to 
cause irritation and may aggravate the disorder. 
If this method is adopted, the animal may live 
and be ordinarily useful for several years.

In this 
littie conversation 1 read volumes, and 
my heart cried out in its bitterness. 
One of the noblest men I ever knew—and there 
are a few noble ones in the world, thank God— 
said to me: What selfish beings men are, and 
bow we have enslaved women. ‘hey are in 
worse slavery than the black women were. for 
some are not eved protected; and how strange 
and sad it is that men never realize this until 
they have daughters of their own who are slaves 
to other men. We may negiect our wives, speak 
cruelly to them. unreasoningly wound them 
when they should bumored and treated verv 
tenderly,—do this and excuse it away as 
thoughtlesness; but when other mea so treat 
our daughters it is a terrible blow to us. 

Man is strong, but makes no allowance for 
woman’s weakness; strains the last nerve of 
ber eudurance, and derides ber if she compisains, 
or falls short of her supposed strength. Wom- 
an is sensitive and judges mau so, Consequent- 
ly she untangles many places in man’s life, and 
wards off many a stine, receiving it herself, per- 
haps, in double proportion; yet nothing is ered- 
ited her for this, and the same affliction in man 
and woman are commented upon in the worldin 
this style; “She is nervous and weak, and it is 
her duty to cultivate strength and self-control.” 
Of a man, it is said: He is nervous and excita- 
ble, and it is his wife’s duty to humor him and 
put up with t,“ and no one appreciates the 
generous (H) comparison, but those who ought 
not—women ! 

If marriage was intended for the happiness of 
woman, as well as man, and for the advance- 
ment of their offspring—if this relationship was 
designed to make people’s lives purer, better, and 
more harmonious, then our daughters and sons 
should be properly educated. Our daughters 
should be taught to respect and appreciate 
themselves lu the truest sense of the 29 
and make more of their existence. A gir 
should be taught that her whole life is not to 
be a sacrifice upon the altar of one man’s selfish- 
ness, but that she a duty to herself as well; 
that her pleasure ought to be consulted and 
protected with the rest of her richts. She 
sbould be taught self-<dependence, patience, to 
be merciful to herself, or no one else wiil; to 
take life easy, and, indeed, it is hardest to tell 
what she should not be taught. . 

The greatest fault is in educating our boys. 
They are not educated, they ane indulged. In- 
dulged in the belief that they are the sum total 
of human existence, and that the world and all 
things thereof—borse, kine, dog, and woman— 
were made for their especial convenience and 
pleasure. When he is taught that there is 
another human being in existence who has equal 
rights to lite and pleasure with him. though 
under his protection, and made to contribute to 
his pleasure only in proportion to bis contribu- 
tion.to her welfare; when be is taught to love 
himself less and another more,—or at least to 
respect her more,—then, and not till then, will 
marriage attain those hights for which it was, I 
believe, omfwivally designed. 

But, on the contrary, if marriage was designed 
solely for the advancement and convenience of 
one being, man, let us educate our daughters 
for this purpose. Teach her that to be fully ap- 
preciated she must be nothing of soul, a trifle 
of mind, but a giant of strength; be 
generous, and teach her the falsity of love 
Which gives all and receives nothing, and not so 
cruelly let her find it out herself, because no 
one told us.“ If it is woman’s purpose to give

Perhaps it will be of some interest to know 


our present abode as well as of the future resi- 
dence of the working managers of the Chicago 
Milling & Mining Company. 

The cabin in which we reside at present was 
finished about ten days ago. It adjoins our 
future works, and is thirty-twa feet long; its 
roof is supported by fifteen posts, joined by as 
many poles. Across these we have thrown 
branches and bushes, covered these with clay, 
and finished the roof by covering it with sifted 
dry clay. This rcof is perfectly tight, and am- 
ple protection against raip, but it has to be 
looked after every year, The walls are built of 
bushes, which keep out the sun and the rain, 


but allow the air to pass. All the fron goods. 


we bave, that shuuld be under cover, we bave 
stored ip this shed or but. We could not get 
the wagons to the top of the bill, the road not 


being wide enough, and, therefore, bad to un- 


load everything at the fect. It was a hard job, 
still me men here know how to lug, and in 
three days I bad ten men get twenty-five tons 
up the hill. I bave now one man at work rub- 
bing off the machinery, for some parts had be- 
come rusty.— not enough to burt, however. 

There is just room enough left in this hut to 
place two beds, the table I built myself out of 
some eld boxes, and the iron strong-bdox, in 
which we keep our books, papers, and valuables. 
{ should dave broucht my bed here as soon as 
the cabin was finished, but for the present 1 
must stay below, to take charge of the weigh- 
ing-out of goods. As I mentioned in a former 
letter 1 bave, to some extent, returned to my 
first business in America, and am weighing out 
sugar and coffee in small quantities, just as I 
did over thirty years ago. e Yaquis Indians 
and the Mexicans are not much better,—are 
really not more than gypsies. Before they be- 
gin to work they clamor for Sour, maize, and 
pevochi (Mexican sugar). The employer bas to 
furnish it to them, and at very low prices. 

The nearest store is at Soyopa, over twelve 
miles distant, and so there was nothing left for 
me but to purchase the stores and weigh them 
out to the men myself. It those fellows would 
buy decent quantities it would not 
be so bad, but they have no closets, hardly any 
dishes to keep anything in, except @ coarse piece 
ot sack-cloth in which they carry their pur- 
chases. if a fellow gets two reals’ (25 cents) 
worth of flour, he dumps it in bis sack-cioth; if 
he wants some penochi besides, be takes a half- 
real’s worth and puts it foto bis hat. V ith 
these trifling sales I bave to bother fin the morn- 
ing, at noon, and at night. Evervthing has to 
be put down. Even if on Saturday the account is 
equared and the customer has money, he will 
buy more and bave me charge it. I do the 
‘weigbing, and Weberling attendsto the charg- 
ing. But I don’t expect to do that much long- 
er. It is customary when amine is opened to 


an com- 
pany, which has grown verv rich during the last 
six years, Its storekeeper bas offered to open 
a store here to su our laborers, pay them 
off, and make mouth tlements with us. As 
soon as our house is’ we shall have ali 
the comforts we stand fi need of. 
THE LOCATION WE HAVE CHOSEN 


for our works is the projection of a mountain, 
which runs up to the north quite steep, and to a 
considerable hight. The foot of this mountain 
is watered on west and south and partly on 
the southeast by the Culebra River. On this 
projection, which grows quite narrow to the 
south, dem at its end only about thirty feet 
wide, we have leveled off a place sufficiently 
large for our sbops and the boiler-houee. 
The shup is located towards the south, and will 
contain a sleeping-room, the assay-office, the 
kitchen, a sitting-room, and a store-room. To 
the north, across a court-yard covering about 
40x95 feet, the mechine-house is located, which 
will de 33x75 feet. Nortn of this we intend to 
level off a place on a line with the second story 
of the machine-house, for storing wood, coal, 
etc. 

To get sufficient space for our buildings we 
bad to build a wall close to the edge of the pro- 
jection. 

We bave built a wagon road on the south side 
of the hill, which terminates at the northwest 
corner of the machine-house. 

The stream, which, bowever, contains water 
for three months only, is on the west and soutb- 
west about 300 feet wide. It ruus from north 
to south, makes a sharp turn around the south 
corner of the projecting mountain, and runs

How South Carolina Is Kept “Selid” for 
1880.The Murder of Bryce and the As- 
sault upon Nix—Repubiican Principles 
Punlahable with Death-The Democratic 
Program.

Cuarteston, 8. C., Sept. 27.—The recent 
murdér of Alexander Bryce, the recognized 
leader of the Republican party in Oconee Coun- 
ty, and the attempt made last week to assasi- 
nate Frederick Nix, the Postmaster at Biackville, 
and the only Republican leader left in Barnwell 
County, seem to indicate that the Democrats in- 
to resort to violence in this State as one of 

the methods of suppressing the Republican vote 
next yrar, instead of depending entirely upon 
stuffing the ballot-boxes.- For several months 
past the Republican leaders in various parts of 
the State have made no attempt to conceal the 
fact that the Republicans of this State intend to 
make an earnest effort to carry South Car- 
olina in 1860 for the candidates on the National 
Republican ticket. This the Democratic leaders 
seem torealize; and already they have begun 
to make threats of what may be expected if the 
Republicans make any attemot to regain South 
Carolina. Gen. Samuel McGowan, who was a 
Tilden Elector in 1876; and who is regarded as 
one of the most influential of the Democratic 


leaders in the State, has recently been express- 


ing his views ta the newspaper-correspondents. 
In one of these interviews be stated that the 
general belief was, hat There would be a live- 
ly time in South Carolina next year“; but that 
there would not be the least trouble if outside 
influences were not brought to bear. He thought 
that the colored people appreciated the bless- 
ings of peace and justice which they enjoyed 
under Democratic rule, and would not be un- 
reasonable if left to themselves; but the 
Democracy feared that tney would be 
agitated by demagogs for the purpose of 
securing their votes in the Presidential election, 
and, asa part of that agitation, an effort would 
be made by the Republicans to regain posses- 
sion of the State Government. . This, he said, 
the Democrats. did not intend to allow; and 


avy effort to restore Republican rule would 
“necessarily produce disturbances, and be re- 
sisted to the last extremity.’ 

The views expressed by Gen. McGowan are 
those entertained by the entire Democracy of 
this State, who have already begun to sound the 
alarm that the ene intend to make a 
fight to regain South Carolina. The knowledge 
that the Republicans have an honest majority of 
at least 25,000 in this State, keeps the Democrats 
in constant fear. How to prevent that majority 
from asserting itself, is a problem which gives, 
and will continue to give, the Democrats consid- 
erabie uneasiness for mavy years to come. As the 
time for an ejection appruaches, they feel a kind 
of uncertainty until the result is definitly de- 
termined, for fear that by some accident they 
may not bave taken suflicient precautions to 
overcome the Republican majorities in the vari- 
ous counties. Any mishapin stuffing the bal- 
lot-box in certain localities in accordance with 
prearranged plans might cause considerable in- 
convenience. Therefore, notwithstanding their 
control of the election-machinery, a certain 
amount of violence and intimidation is neces- 
gary. 

The apprehénsion expressed by Gen. Me- 
Gowan, and entertained by the Democracy, that 
the Republicans are preparing for astruggle in 
this State next year, has bad much to do with 
the murder ot Bryce and the attempted as- 
sasination of Nix. Inall campaigos these two 
men have been fearless and energetic leaders 
of the Republican masses in their respective 
localities. In the County of Oconee, where the 
whites exceed the colored voters three 
to one, Bryce bas, ever since Reconstruction, 
maintained the Republican organization, and at 
every,ziection has railied the Republican vot- 
ers in that remote section of the State to the 
support of the Republican ticket. Bold and 
fearless in his advocacy of Republicanism in the 
mountains where he was born, and where be- 
fore the War his father was a recognized icader 
amoung people,—at one time bolding the 
office of Sheriff,—voune Bryce was a thorn in 
the side of Democracy. One of the Demo- 
cratic newspapers of the. State, in mentioning 
the fact of bis murder, alter speaking of him 
as always having been a violent opponent of 
Democratic rule and a flerce advocate of Re- 
publican rule,” remarked that durmg the 
campaign of 1876 be boidly combated the 
Hampton movement in that county [Oconee], 
apd led the forlorn hope to the polis against 
the Democracy.” For that opposition to 
Hampton the mocracy never forgave him. 
As soon as they came into power they sought 
to punish him, and the history of their attempt 
to do so is even more disgraceful than his recent 
murder. By Gov. Chamberlain be had been ap- 
polated Auditor of Oconee County. His office 
was in the Court-House building. Durmg the 
troudles following the election of 1876, when 
Hampton and Chamberlain were each claiming 
to be Governor of South Carolina, the Demo- 
cratic Sheriff of Oconee locked up the Court- 
House and refused Bryce admission to the 
building. Bryce went there at night, effected 
an éntrance into the room be had been occupy- 
ing as an office, and remofed bis books and 

pers to another building. For this act the 

emocracy, as soon as they got full control of 
the State, had Bryce indicted upon a ctarge of 
burglary and grand eat Ym, Boos ny for en- 
tering his own office. A Democratic jury, in 
rdance with the charge of a 
Judge, convicted him. He was immediately 
sent to the penitentiary, but did not remain 
there more than one day, for the Democratic 
Judge who bad been instramental in baving him 
convieted, and who had sent bim there, soon 
felt ashamed of his connection with the outrage, 
and he ‘hastened to Columbia and released Bryce 
on habegs corpus. Bryce was granted a new 
trial, but nothing more was ever heard of the 
ch . Of course Bryce could never obtain any 
satisfaction for the outrage committed upon him. 
In any other community such a Juage would 
have n.impeached for bis connection with the 
affair. At last, for his oe ge a to 
Democracy, Bryce has suffered death, and the 
Democracy has gor rid of the only man in 
Oconee County who had the necessary energy 
and courage to lead any opposition to them. 

And it was for similar reasons that the as- 
sasination of Frederick Nix was attempted on 
the 16th inst. The County of Barnwell, fo which 
Nix resides, always gave, previous to the eiec- 
tion of 1876, a Republican majority of nearly 
2,000. By fraud, intimidation, and violence, the 
Democrats in 1876 succeeded in overcoming that 
majority, and in carrying the county for Hamp- 
ton by a majority of about 1,200. For several 

onths preceding the election a reign of terror 
prevailed’ throughout the county. It was in 
Barnwell and the adjoining County of Aiken 
that the Ellenton riots occurred during the 
campaign of 1876. The number of Republicans 
assasinated during the week these riots con- 
tinued has never been definitly ascertained. Ina 
the testimony taken by the Committee of the 
United States Senate appointed to investigate 
that election, the facts in regard to the 
murder of seventeen Republicans are fully

through Barnwell and Aiken for six days, shoot-

ENGLISH IRON TRADE. 


Intense Depression—The Dasisess Nearly 
Starved Out and Ruaimed in Nerth Eu- 


-giand, 
London Times, Sept. 18, 

The occurrence go early in the autumn of in- 
tense distress on no small scale in and on the 
borders of Cleveland is one of the fullest proofs 
that could be given of the deep depression in the 
manufacturing trades of the north. For years 
the Cleveland and Durham iron-manufacturing 
districts have been prosperous, and that pros- 
perity and the high wages it allowed the pay- 
ment of drew very largo supplies of labor from 
the egrioultural districts near and trom places 
much more remote. The increase in the de 
mand for and in the production of iron swelled 
the inquiries for fuel and for limestone to be 
used asa flux in the blast furnaces; and with 
these the shipbuilding industries were largely 
stimulated; while the outery for greater facili- 
ties of traffic also created a large demand for 
labor. One by one the chief trades of the dis- 
trict have been adversely affected since the year 
1878. The dullmess has most affected the iron 
rail trade; but in turn it has extended to the 
pig-iron industry, to hon ship-building, to coal- 


mining, and naturally to the smaller but im- 


portant subsidiary indugtries dependent upon 
these. To show to whit an ertent tnt great 
trades of the north have Deen affected, it may 
be said that, while the associa’ ed makers of the 
north produced in 1873 over 620,000 tons of man- 
ufactured fron, last. year the was to 
the extent of 430,000 tons, and there is not only 
the loss of the manufacture of the balance of 
190,000 tons, but there is the lessened consump- 
tion of pig-iron and of fuel, as well as a neces- 
sarily less employment of labor. For a time 
the declension in the demand for fron for 
malleable purposes was met by increased 
shiparents: bat ultimately it was needful to 
restrict the production of  pig-irop, be- 
cause stocks in the hands of makers 
and in warrant stores had risen to 337.000 
tons, whereas in 1878 the stocks so held were 
less than a fourth of that amount. Fora time, 
also, as prices of manufactured iron fell, there 
was an increased use of plates and angles in the 
shipyards; but the prevalence of low freigbts 
for so long a period has at last affected this de- 
mand also, and the tonuage of iron shfpbuild- 
ing now in course of construction at the north- 
ern porte is lower than for several years. As 
trade bas fallen the traffic of the district has 
naturally dwindled also, the receipts of the 
Northeastern Railway having for several suc- 
cessive half-years exhibited the highest decrease 
amour the British railways. With the exception 
of the steel manufacture, all other industries 
Dave teit the duliness in the great mineral 
trades of the north and in nearly every in- 
stance diminished labor requirements have been 
the result. 

At the present time. so far as careful inquiry 
can elicit the facts, there are are eighty-six 
blast furnaces idle out of the 165 in the north- 
eastern district; out of 2,140 puddiing furnaces 
attoched to the roiling-milis and forges in the 
district, 1,090 are now entirely idle; while a 
portion of the remaiuder are working irregular- 
ly. The tonpage of vessels built at the north- 
eastern ports does not appear to be likely to 
prove more than balf of what it wasin the 
briskest vear; the production of troastone has 


fallen off more than 100, 000 tous a month; and 


in the allied industry of coal mining the most re- 
cent returus show that for the last year the pro- 
duction of miuerals was reduced by rather over 
1,000,000 tons. it is evident that these great 
industrial changes must have largely lessened 
the number of workmen emploved, and it has 
been computed with some reasonable ground 
that during the last three years the number of 
persons employed in the mines, in metal 
smelting and manufacturing, and in 
the of the products, has 
been reda by 29,000 persons. Mauy of these 
have left the district; but the ironworkers 
found tliat other districts were similarly affect- 
ed, and, as the dulluess grew gradually, efforts 
were made to meet its effects. Savings were 
draw upon, relief funds were -iustituted ia sev- 
eral towns, the steel manufacture was com- 
menced in time to give employment to many 
hundreds. and there bas been a transference of 
unskilled labor, not only from one part of the 
district to another, but from mine to shipyard, 
from shipyard to dock and railway-works; but 
the tendency has ultimately been to gravitate 
downwards towards the lowest scale of pay, and 
in many instances to most ir ar work. The 
rates of wages naturally fell. e earnings of the 
iron-miner fell from 7a per day in 1878 on the ave- 
rage to under 43 at the present time, and the 
average employment per man per week also 
fell, and is at some of the chief mines from four 
to five days ver week. The wages of the coal- 
miner have fallen 68 per ceat in Durham in the 
last five years; and in the manufaetured-iron 
trade the puddler who had 188 3d ver ton now 
bas only 78 per ton; while other branches of 
labor bave known corresponding reductions. 
These have left the workmen naturally less able 
to withstand the sborter time and the occasional 
want of work. Aud when tbe greatest strain 
bas at last come, it is not to be wondered at that 
the pauper-roll has been greatly swollen oy 
those who could find no wor whose say- 
ings and possessions have only kept the wolf 
from the door up to the present time. 

The greatest distress is naturally found in 
those districts where works have been recently 
closed,—at Middlesbrough, the great ironmak-

New Tonk, Oct. 3.—The Stock Exchange 
closed yesterday and opened this morning in a 
whirl of excitement. The rush to bay coal 
stocks in the last hour yesterday, which then 
advanced three to four points, was this morning 
followed by an equally strong desire to sell 
them, and yesterday’s advance vanished like a 
snowball on a het stove. Meanwhile a few 
enterprising sveculators undertook to bounce 
Erie, and the price of that stock was jumped to 
88. This price lasted only a few seconds, 
and was followed by a decline to 356. 
The general market, while those perform- 
ances were going on, became feverish 
and ubsettied, and fractions were no longer re- 
garded in prices. For a few moments it looked 
as if an old-fashioned stock panic was at hand; 
but, before the end of the first balf bour, the 
coal stocks began to recover. Erie went back 
to above yesterday’s closing price, and the gen- 
eral market steadied. Obinious are divided 
whether the movement was, in the language of 
the broker, a Scoop, or whether it was what 
it appeared to be. Whichever was true, the 
market has since been steady to strong; Cbesa- 
peake & Ohio quoted at 93{@10, Mobile & Ohio 
at 10% ling.

Some people think that most of the wheat 
now here would go forward if there should be a 
considerable break in treights, which is not very 
probable, seeing that rail rates are going up 5c 
a week from Monday. 

An effort is being made by some of the Di- 


' rectors of the Board of Trade to strike out a 


plan for obviating danger from loss which at- 
tends the present method of making deliveries 
on contracts. The details are not yet agreed 
upon, but it is probable that the reform will in- 
clude at least this one feature: certificates that 
the property is ready for delivery will be carried 
around, instead of the actual warehouse re- 
ceipts for the same. ‘The property would then 
be paid for at the time of receiving the ware- 
house receipts, and not several hours after- 
wards, or perhaps not till next day. The ores- 
ent method of detivery.opeus the door to irreg- 
ularity and fraud so widely that it is a great won- 
der advantage bas not been taken of it time 
and sgeain.

o bout $1.00 per bu to be paid in this city for 
No. 2 spring wheat. That is no far from 6c 
less than the selling price bere, which may be 
sufficient to account for the recent rapid accu- 
mulation of stocks here. This fact is used by 
the bears as an argument that lower prices must 
prevail; but buyers sustain the market thus 
far. Some people think that most of the wheat 
now here would go forward if there should be a 
considerable break in treights, which is not very 
probable, seeing that rail rates are going up 5c 
a week from Monday. 

An effort is beng made by some of the Di- 
rectors of the Board of Trade to strike out a 
plan for obviating danger from loss which at- 
tends the present method of making deliveries 
on contracts. The details are not yet agreed 
upon, but it is probable that the reform will in- 
clude at least this one feature: certificates that 
the property is ready for delivery will be carried 
around, instead of the actual warehouse re- 
ceipts for the same. Ihe property would then 
be paid for at the time of receiving the ware- 
house receipt, and not several hours after- 
wards, or perhaps not till next day. The ores- 
ent method of delivery opens the door to irreg- 
ularity and fraud so widely tliat it is a great won- 
der advantage bas not been taken of it time 
and again.

Vigilance of the Health . 
: Officers, 


And Claim It Is All Done for the 
Benefit of the Rendering 
Company. 


But the Officers Keep on Doing 
Their Duty---Yesterday’s — 
Seizures. 


The Board of Health has been endeavoring 
for some time to suppress the traffic in diseased 
and emaciated meat exposed for sale and ton- 
sumption for food in the markets of Chicago. 
Their efforts have been attended with some suc- 
cess, and the inhabitants of the city of caruiv- 
orous prociivities now have more than the usual 
assurance that their food is fresh and whole- 
some. The machinery of the law is quite ade- 
quate, when put in motion, to accomplish the 
desired end. The statutes of the State, the 
@harter of the city, and the ordinances and 
amended ordinances of the Council afford ample 
authority for the protection of the people. Al- 
though seizures are made from day to 
day, the quality and character of the 
meat offered are not nearly so bad 
as formerly, when less vigilance was exercised 
by the Health Department. Dealers have come 
to understand that a diseased animal is pretty 
certain to be discovered and confiscated if ex- 
posed upon the market for sale. Is is not often 
that a carcass is sent to the market that is 
wholly bad. A broken shoulder, or a bruised 


1 leg, or a contusion on the body is about the ex- 


tent of the injury to the animal, Occastonally a 
hog with diseased kidneys, or an ulcerated ear, 
or with biue spots caused by cholera, is picked 
up and carted ‘off to be deposited in the ren- 
dering vats. The vigilance of the Inspector has 
caused more wariuess and caution on the part of 
buyers, and doubtless will result in almost eu- 
tirely eradicating the evil. The law authorizing 
these seizures seems to be comprehensive and 


explicit. 
THE LAW. 


Sec. 7 of Chap. 38 of the Revised Statutes of 
Ilipois provides that Wwhoever shall sell or 
offer to sell, or keep for sale any flesh of any 
diseased animal or other corrupt or anwhole- 
some provision, shall be confined in the County 
Jail not to exceed o ear, or be flued not ex- 
ceeding $1,000, or both, in the discretion ot the 
Court. } 

Sec. 2 of the revised ordinances of the city, 
amended so as to conform to the regulations of 
the Board of Health, provides that “if any per- 
son shall expose for sale in any market-bouse, 
or elsewbere in said city, any emaciated, tainted, 
or putrid meat or provisions which, from these 
or other causes, may be deemed unwholesome, 
such person shall, on conviction, be flued not 
less than $5, nor more than $500, for each and 
every offense; und it shall be the duty of the 
Sanitary Superintendent, or Health Officer, to 
forthwith seize and confiscate all such meat or 
provisions.“ 

Sec. 14 provides that it shall be unlawful for 
avy person or persons to drive, bring, or slaugu- 
ter within the limits of the City of Chicago any 
animal which is maimed, bruised, afflicted with 
swellings, sores, or diseases or any kind or 
nature.“ 

Sec. 15 provides that it shall aleo be unlaw- 
ful for any person or persons to bring, sell, or 
expose for sale the mea@or flesh of any such 
animal or animals within the limits of said 
city.” 

The meat seized is conveyed to a goomgar es- 
tablishment and converted into lard or tallow 
as the case may be. Most of these animals, if 
not all of them, are given in charge of the Chi- 
cago Rendering Company, which is growing rich 
from this source of supply. It paye pothigy 
for the carcasses seized, and it is said that the 
value ot those so taken is not far from $50 a 
day. 

A visit to the Jackson Market by a Trisuns 
reporter yesterday enabled him to gather some 
information upon the subject of meat inspection 
from a butcher’s standpoint. It is needless to 
say that these bovine anatomists are not wholly 
satisfied with the recently-developed zeal of the 
officers of the Board of Health. They enter- 
tain a saspicion of unworthy motives on the 
part of some of the city officials, They de- 
pounce these depredations upon their stalls as 
nothing more nor less than piracy, and com- 
viaia bitterly of the arbitrary manner in which 
their pigs and bullocks are lugged off without 
compensation to them. 

THEY CLAIM 
that the inspection of meat is conducted in the 
interest of tbe Rendering Company, 

* What do you think of the system of inspec- 
tion as carried on by the Board af Health?’’ 
asked the reporter of the proprietor of one of 
these stalls on Jackson street yesterday. 

‘| think it is robbery, and noching eise,“ was 
the reply. “Mayor Harrison has issued letters 
of marque to these Inspectors, and they swoop 
down upon us and carry off our property like 
pirates, Sixteen-String Jack and Dick Turpio 
were better men then they. They took two 
hogs from us yesterday that were not diseased. 
They were boars and worth a cent and a half a 
pound. They came to $5 each, for which we get 
nothing.“ 

“How would you remedy the evil if an inspec- 
tion was not made here!“ 

“The inspection should be made at the cars 
when the animals are taken out. They do not 
choose to do that, because the Rendering Com- 
pany prefers to have dressed hogs. They want 
them all ready to put into the rendering vat. 
We sell on commission, and it is no object to us 
to keep poor meat. It always gives us trouble. 
It sells for a small sum, and the commissions 
amount to nothing.” 

What would you have done with the con- 
demued hogs?”’

LORD BEACONSFIELD. 


His Speech on the Depression of British 
Agriculture—What He Says of American 
Competition, 


Lord Besconsfield, m his recent address on 
the depression of British agriculture,—deliv- 
ered at the annual dinner of the Royal and 


Central Bucks Agricultural Association,—said, 
among other things: 

It has been intimated on great authority 
that the cause of our agricultural system hav- 
ing broken dowo may be probably that it is un- 
like the agricultural system of every other 
country, that it is founded upon unnataral 
principles, that it ig essentially artiticial, and 
that the essence of that artificial character is, 
that in this country three classes are dependent 
on the produce of the soil. Three classes 
dependent on the produce of the soil are, ac- 
cording to our system, necessary to its cultiva- 
tion. I have taken an opportunity the earliest 
I had with convenience—to meet opinions which 
I think are most fallacious, and might be most 
disadvantageous at the present time. I have 
laid it down as a principle, which can be demon- 
sirated in the most complete and satisfactory 
manner, that, whatever may be the tenure of 
land, whatever may be the number of classes 
concerned in its management and cultivation, 
there must be what is now termed 
three profits obtained from the land. The 
cultivator of the soll naturally says, ‘I cannot 
cultivate this sol without my being fed, and 
clothed, atid nourished for my pains’; and 
that I take to be a reward which is called wages: 
If the cultivator of the aoil, whatever he may be 
called, whether be is called laborer or farmer, 
furvishes the floating capital which is to stock 
that soil, why, then, I say that a capital like the 
farmer’s capital must have a return or it will 
never be advanced; and I say. in the third in- 
stance, that whether the cultivator of the soil 
buys his farm from hig savings, or, as is usually 
the case under such circumstances, by borrow- 
ing, the interest or the return for his capital is 
in fact rent. And, when we are told that the 
agricultural system has broken down because 
three profits by our system are required by us 
from the soil, it is weil to show that in a system 
the most contrary to the system existing in this 
country, nameiy: that which prevails in some 
Continental countries im the shape of peasant 
proprietorships—~aithnough only ove individual 
takes the three profits still the three profits 
must be made. [Cheers] I myself belev 
that it is more advantageous to the country mat 
the three profits shouid be divided between 
three classes rather than they should de re- 
ceived by ove. [{Hear, bear.] 

“We hear every davitis :mpossible to com- 
pete with America. I will not give any decided 
opinion on mat matter, but l will make one or 
two remarks. it is singular that at this 
moment the greatest apprehension is felt in the 
United States that they cannot compete witn 
Canada. ‘The taxation in America is so hich, 
the rate of wages isso high, that it is impossible, 
according to some of the best American author- 
ities, that they can any longer continue to suc- 
cessigily compete with Canada. Now what is 
the position ol Canada? If we are to be fed by 
Canada it is at least a satisfaction that 
we should be fed by ber Majesty's sub- 
jects; but let us look for a moment what is 
the situation of Capada. . ‘The situation of Can- 
ada is most peculiar. Since the surrender of 
the Hadson Bay pater and the settlement 
of their affairs the Dominion of Canada became 

d of what I might almost describe as an 
illimitabie wilderness, and a wilderness oi ier- 
tile iand. Now it is a very peculiar circumstance 
to be noted that the Dominion ot Canada is vot 
in favor of peasant proprietorships. What the 
Dominion of Canada wisnes to institute is the 
great yeoman ciass. It has legislated for that 
purpose. Its legislation is now being influenced 
for chat purpose. > 

Aud mere is another very curious circum- 
stance which 1 will venture to refer to on this 
occasion, because I beard it from a man who is 
as high an authority as can be recognized and 
that is the sudden cultivacion some years ago of 
the extreme Western States of ine United States 
of America, and waich alarmed this country 
and drew attention to it, and which, no doubt, 
affected prices. But in that country the produc- 
tion, which was extreme at the commencement, 
has been reduced one-third generally speakiug, 
and in some places one-haif; and almost all he 
chief holders in those extreme Western States 
of tne United States have sold out, or to a great 
degree sold out, their farms at $30 and $40 an 
acre. Well, they have gone to the illimitabie 
wilderness of Canada, and heve.becun to culti- 
vate the lands of that country. [Hear.| Now 
you ask me, What is your inference from this? 

ell, my inference isa practical one. It may 
not be an interesting one; it may not be even a 
satisfactory one; but you will, I think, on re- 
flection deem it a wise one; that wherever and 
50 far ag foreign competition is concerned it is 
wise not to take—I speak of the landlords as 
well as of the occupiers generally—it is wise not 
to take precipitate steps; you sbould take care 
that vou do not conclude that that is permanent 
which is ouly transitory. Bat I will not give an 
opinion upon that question just pow. it would 
be presumption on my part to do so at present; 
but, when you have to deal with new circum- 
stances, when you find that the circumstances are 
transitory in their nature, when you find that 
fifty bushels an acre has been the yield in the 
Western States of America, and that it has 
affected the markets of England, I say it is wise, 
when you see circumstances 80 transitory as 
those even the I N phase of competi tion,— 
it will be wise if when you bear through me that 
it is the opinion of a high authority that Canada 
expects to beat the United States from the Eu- 
ropean markets—it will be wise if for the pres- 
eut we do not take any precipitate steps. 
[Cheers.] 

Say, for one, that the reduction of rent, 
calculated on a uniform percentage of that rent, 
does not aopear to be a panacea ior the evils we 
have to encounter.

That population would demand for itself not 
only sustenance, but an extravagant and er- 
treme sustenance, and for bis part he should not 
be astovished if, with the impulsive character 
of humanity in the United States, that wiider- 
ness which now alarms us may soon be occupied 
by consuming millions. [Hear, bear.} There- 
fore, | say that it is unwise at this moment to 
make, to altempt to make, too precise a caicula- 
tion as to the influence of those markets. When 
the evidence as to that has been ascertained it 
will be acted upon. 0 
“Gentlemen, if I did not think I had already 
detained you—([cries of No, and ‘Go on’|—I 
would remark upon the position in which we are 
placed with reference to our want of precise in- 
formation as to the effect of American imports 
on the value of agricaitural produce in England. 
Hear, hear.] I may remind you that by the 
oval Commission we have sent. tothe United 
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States of America and Canada two men of our 
own class, men of considerable ability, men whe 
have had the advantage of enlightened oppor- 
tunity in the House of Commons to become ac- 
quainted wita those principles on which a State 
should be formed. Those two men are great 
ornaments to the farming class of this country,

communications. But allow me to say, before I 
sit down, that there is no reason that while we 
are placed in an uniavorabdle position with re- 
gard to foreiga supplies we should do anything 
precipitate, because we have taken the best 
means to obtain the necessary knowledge that 
we require. 

No doubt there isa party in Eugland—1 
do not believe they are a numerous party, but a 
very busy party—wuo have always regarded 
with feelings of hostility the agricultural inter- 
ests of this country. ‘They have done so be- 
cause they are opposed to the free and aristo- 
cratic goveroment that still prevails in this 
country {cheers}, and because they believe that 
it is the agricultural interest of this countrv 
that upholds and intends to maiutaia a free and 
patriotic Government. [Cheers.] You may get 
rid of us, but you will have either a despotism 
that ends in democracy or a democracy that 
ends in despotism. [Cheers.] You will remem- 
ber also that when the pressure was first touch- 
ing us, and when in addition to the general suf- 
fering of the country it began to be whispered 
ghat the agricultural interest was suffering, 
that party immediately sprang to its heels, 
It saw the golden opportunity, and the first : 
step it took was an attempt to azitate the es 
ag-icultaral laborers of the couatry. Fortunate- 
ly, those, men who attempted to agitate rural 
England were thorough Cockneys, | Cheers and 
laughter.] They were not perhaps born in Lon- 
don, but chey were born in another towa that 
often makes a greater noise. [Cheers and 
laughter.|. if they had known anything of 
country-life they would have kuowu that they 
bad got the wrong end of the stick [bear, hear]: 
that, if any class connected with the land in 
England were unusually prosderous, it was the 
agricultural laborer, and that those meetings 
which were held, and the dreadful things which 
were announced about agricultural laborers iu 
some parts of Eugland only getting 158 a week, 
were an absurgity far too ridiculous for contem- 
plation. [Hear, hear.] Even the agricultural 
laborers who made these complaints could 
scarcely keep their countenances. During forty 
years their wages had been raised 40 per cent. 
they knew very well that with these 
raised wages their purchasmge power of 
all the requisites for their lives was 
im neusely increased: They knew very well 
that throughout England toa great exient—l 
wish it was ton greater—their habitations were 
immensely improved, in themselves a source 
not only of wealth but of income; and, ia fact, 
the agitation was founded on data so tailacious 
that it quickly evaporated. j[Hear, hear.j. But 
a year has passed, and me strain ou the farmers 
of England is excessive and lameatable. A 
year ago they were setting the agricultural 
aborers against the farmers; now they we iit- 
tempting to set the farmers against the land- 
lords. it will never do. ‘The geutlemen of Eu- 
gland will always be supported by those who 
koow their epirit of justice, of liberality, and of 
affection. .[Hear, hear.] We will not consent 
to be devoured eingly. We have stood together 
under many trials, and Eagland has resoznized 
that in the influence, the just influence, of the 
agricultural interest there is che best security 
for liberty and law. [Loud and prolonged 
ar amidst which the noble Ear! resumed bis 
seat.
